5parics from pr. Marie 


When I was backpacking in the Big Horns last week, with 
Ryan and Jim Scherr, Charlie Cresalia, our seminarian Adam 
Hofer, and his brother Johnny, I was bitten by an unexpected 
bug. I am not talking about the mosquito bug either; that can be 
warded off by such things as Deet and a net over the head. 
However, this bug and its bite over powered me with its majestic 
snow capped peaks, ragging rivers, lakes that were so clear you 
could see to the bottom, and the wildflowers that blanketed the 
ground. The bug that bit was simply the beauty of God. 

The beauty of God was all around me, so much, that it 
surrounded me on every side. I knew it was there all the time, 
but to experience it firsthand was incredible. As we hiked along 
the trailhead leading us to the lakes of Helen, Marion, and 
Mystic Moon, where we made our base camp, I was aware of how 
deep and penetrating this bug bite of God's creation could go. It 
touched my soul so much at times. Now that I am back, I cannot 
think of anything but a return trip. 

In my reflections on the pilgrimage to the Bighorn 
Mountains, where we celebrated Mass every day, prayed the 
Liturgy of the Hours and pondered the Scriptures, the thoughts 
of God's beauty continue to hearken me back to the moment. 

I am still feeling the sting and the consequences of God's 
beauty bite. A bite that wants me not only to see the beauty of 
creation, which I experienced in the Bighorns, but the same 
beauty of God that is within me and everyone. 

Why it so easy to see God's creation in snow capped peaks, 
ragging rivers, still lakes, and wild flowers, but miss the beauty 
in one's own heart.
